I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Eleventh  Annual  Report 
As  it  is  several  years  since  a detailed  report  was  issued,  it 
seemed  desirable  to  make  this  more  of  a survey  report,  bringing 
under  closer  review  the  sanitary  circumstances  and  health 
provisions  for  our  area.  This  acts  as  a stock-taking  of  the 
present  position  and  the  report  may  possibly  be  of  interest  to 
the  individual  Councillor  for  reference  as  a record  of  the  health 
provisions  for  the  area. 

Features  of  the  present  report  are  the  shortage  of  population, 
the  exceptionally  high  birth  rate,  the  low  figure  for  serious 
infectious  diseases  and  the  splendid  response  of  the  inhabitants 
to  the  campaign  for  Diphtheria  immunisation  88%  of  the  children 
having  been  immunised.  ^ 

On  the  whole  the  year  has  been  a healthy  one  in  spite  of  food 
conditions  and  the  strain  of  war.  The  sickness  and  death  rates 
are  about  normal  - As  in  England  and  ’Vales  generally  there  has 
been  some  increase  in  the  amount  of  Tuberculosis.

All  the 
piped  water  supplies  ought  to  be  bactoriologicallir  examined  twice 
each  yoa.r.  Record  is  made  of  several  email  supplies  vjhich  are  knovm 
to  be  unsatisfatoiTjbut  which  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  deal 
v/ith.

Sawlov  wb^ro  lih^t’igure  is  equal  to  that  of  England  and  Wales 
generally. 


It  is  of  interest  that  at  Newton  where  there  are  practically 
farms  on  the  supply  the  consumption  is  only  I8  gallons  per 
person  per  day,  l.c.12  gallons  less  than  Englajid  an  Wales 
generally. 

This  low  figure  is  also  partly  duo  to  the  fact  that  th^re 
are  practically  no  water  closets  at  Newton. 


The  following  matters  arose  during  the  year:- 

G-RINDLETON  - repeated  urgent  complaints  continue  regarding 
shortage  at  the  top  end  of  tho  village.  The  3”  main  from 
the  supply  was  found,  to  bo  delivering  only  25  gallons  per 
minute  whereas  after  scrap j.ng  in  1937  delivering  80 

gallons.  It  vras  decided, ther-jf ore , to  make  application  to  tho 
Ministry  of  Ileal.th  for  permission  ta.lay  a now  6”  main  from 
tho  ClitheroG  Oorporation ' s 12”  main  1jo  Booster  House 
(1,440  yards). 

The  cleanirg^'  of  the  valv>.-G  etc.  of  Incrustations  and^ 
various  other; exp odiontfi  were  tried,  to  improvo  the  position, 
but  these  were ’hot  successful.

Paythorr.Q  As  repeat r3d.ly  urged,  for  many  years, this  area 
ought  to  'bo  better  supplied,  as  the  presort  supplies  are  tnadoquftte 
and  impure.  A scheme  was  prepared  by  tho  f^ueveyor  to  supply 
eight  farms,  at  an  ^istimatod  cost  of  £1,500,  from  a spring 
in  the  area.

Rugglosmoro  1 Clough  Bottom. Farms ,Bashall  Eaves.  A complaint  of 
insufficiency  of  water  to  Rugglosmoro  Farm  was  oonsidored  and 
further  consideration  given  to  tho  insuff ioienoy  and  impurity 
of  the  Clough  Bottom  supply. 

These  two  farms  along  with  Marsden’s  Farm  and  Moor  End  are 
all  supplied  from  a fairly  shallow  well  on  tho  land  attached  to 
Marsden’s  Fs^rm,  tho  water  being  pumped  into  a storage  tank  by 
moans  of  a wii:Ld.mill.  Tho  supply  is  owned  by  Mr.  Ws.tson  of 
Talbot  .Bridge,  the  insuff ioienoy  is  due  to  lack  of  wind, although 
it  might  Goncievably  bo  ovoroomo  by  a large  storage  reservoir* 

Tho  owner  had  obtained  estims.tas  for  fixing  and  maintaining 
an  electric  pump,  but  found  the  costs  prohibitive. 

The  matter  requires  attention,  but  is  loft  over  for  tho 
present,  as  it  is  possible  that  these  properties  can  bo 
supplied  if  and  vjhcn  a proper  water  supply  is  obtained  for  tho 
villcgo  of  Bashall  Saves  gvjnerally. 

There  aru  several  small  supplies  which  have  been  reported 
upon  from  timo  to  time  as  unsatisfactory,  which  require  to. bo 
checked  up,  viz  Folly  Hall,  Grindleton,  Acrelands  Farm,  New 
House  at  Wigglesworth,  The  Heaning  at  Newton  and  Lane  Ends* 

The  supply  at  Gioburn  is  occasionally  found  bacteriologically 
unsatisfactory. 

The  supply  at  Bonny  Black's  Farm,  &iGburn,is  now  in  order. 

All  the  piped  supplies  in  tho  area  should  bo  bacteriologically 
exam.ined  twice  every  year  as  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of

The  water  Inspector  has  boon  examined  under  .recommendation 
of  Circular  1771  hud  found  satisfactory.

Isolation  Poriods;  To  the  relief  of  parentsthe  Ministry  of 
Health  were  able  to  announce  the  shortening  of  the  isolation 
periods  of  certain  oommon  infectious  diseases  ( 3ub;ject  to  the 
advice  of  the  Medical  Praotionor  in  each  particular  case)  thus 
for  example,  mumps  and  ohiohen  po.x  formerly  isolated  for  3 
weeks, in  most  cases  now  aro  only  Isolatod  for  2 wooks,  whooping 
cough  formerly  isolated  for  6 w^eks  from  onset  of  characteristic

Scabies. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  soabios  as  usual 
in  war  time, but  the  oases  have  not  proved  so  numerous  or  so  resistant 
to  routino  treatment  as  to  make  it  noce,ssary  for  dootors  to'  avail 
themselves  of  the  facilities  recently  provided  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  for  treating  these  patients  in  speoial  siok  bays. 

Venereal  Doseases. 

These  are  not  notifiable  and  so  no  local  statistics  aro 
available,  but  I have  no  reason  to  think  that  there  is  any  increase 
in  these- diseases  in  this  area, and  the  total  number  of  cases  is 
very  small. 


Food  Poisoning. 

There  were  throe  suspected  cases  amongst  campers  from  prosten  at 
Bashall  Eaves  in  July.  Baoteriolgical  examination  of  the  tinned 
fuods  unrior  suspicion  failed  to  reveal  any  baoilli  the  food 
poisoning  group.  A pure  growth  .of  Bacilli  Lactis  Aorogonese  was 
found  in  two  samples  of  the  same  tvm  foods, although  this  bacteria 
is  not  normally  ono  which  produces  disease.
